THD CHINESE BEOCEADE OF ~ 
HONGKONG. | a 
Tho following article, which sppeared in 
the.Shangbai Courier, is interesting, as giv- 
ing @ now view of the blockade question ; but 
the argument, though ingenious, is fallacious, 
as the question at issue is not whether the 
mere local interests of the Colony will. be 
benefited: by the -system, but what will be 
its effect-upon the trade, which taust be se- 
viously affected if the, end of scaring away 
the Chinese. from the Colony be attained. 
We wore not aware before that tha 
Home Government had admitted thet the 
establishment of a cordon of tex stations 
around Hongkong: was a measure ontirely 
within thé compotence of the Chinese, who 
were necting simply within their own terri- 
tory, and with respect to their own subjects 
and commerce :— oo 
Whilo the official world of Hongkong is still 
squabbling over breaches of confidcice and pri- 
vilege, sxid to have been committed right and 
left in connection with certain «urrespondénce. 
relating to the -Chinewe Custon-houses near 
tho limite of the Colony, a circumstance preg: 
nant with interest ia brought to light in the 
last issue of the Customs’ Gazelle, to which : wi 
propose to call attention. - 
Asis tolerably well known, the Colony. of 
Hongkong bas conaidercd itaelf for the last two 
or thres yeara grently aggrieved through the 
action taken (we believe in 1868} by the- Vice- 
roy of Kwang-tung, in stationing ufficials, suy- 
ported by armed junke ad steamer ornisers, 
at three or four points adjacent ty the’ Colony, 
for the purposa of levying the t-bin ‘tax on 
opium carried coustwise in native junks. Be- 
fore this period, the shipment of opiam injunks 
from Hongkong wns prohibited by the Chinese 
Cnstoma of Canton, but the practice was never- 
tholeas extensively carried on; with the conni- 
vance of the prt:y functionaries at the ports 
up and down the coust, to such an extent thot 
the quintitica imported-‘by steamer at Gunton 
and Swatow (the only two legitimute points of 
entry) bud dwindled to 4 merely nominal figure. 
Thoueands of chests were transported cont: 
wise anovally by janks, affording a very pro- 
fitoble business to the Chinese sbopkeepers 
who bad their main or brancb: establishments 
in Hongkong, but giving much capse for 
dinsatisfuction to foreign. . shipping © and 
merohante, or commiseion agents at the 
Ports, The legalization of the transport of 
opinm in junks, which followed 9s a nataral 
corollary apon. the -Viceroy’s action in eata- 
blishing ww tix levy, was so for favourable to 
the mote leyitimute portion of the traffic, 
although the -babitual smogglers naturiely- 
iffered by the change;. whilst from the Go- 
yvernment point of view # greut pain was en- 
sured b: the collection of upwards of 100,000 
tuele of le-kin per annam, in'lieu of the insigni- 
fivant soma previously obtained, though under 
a much bigher turiff of charges. from the tax. 
etations at the ontporte, Altboagh violently 
protested against, and oven forcibly interfered 
with, by Sir RG. MacDonnell, tho imperious 
Governor of Hongkong, the establishment of 
the cordon of tax-stationa round Hongkong was 
adniitted by the British Government, on refer. 
ence home, to be a measure entirely withia the 
competence of the Chiness, who were acting 
simply with:n their: own territory and with 
repect to their own subjects and commerce. 
Encovraged by the expression of these views,
